1 . Claims 6-8, 1 0 and 1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, lines 7-8 "the route in question" and "the starting point" have no 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 7, line 4 "the transit times on free-flowing sections" has no 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 8, lines 3-4 the variables in the equation are not defined in the 

claim. 

In claim 10 "the probability of the prediction" has no antecedent basis. 
In claim 12, line 3 "the time" has no antecedent basis.
